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Marchers exceed | million, organizers say

In the final analysis, the march on 


* Washington was not just a call by Min 


Louis Farrakhan to come to the capitol 
with him. The men who attended with 
their -sons and other, family members 
were really concerned about the future of 
the African American community. 

Hundreds of thousands of Black men 
returned to their homes early Tuesday 
morning after participating in one of the 
biggest demonstrations in. the nation’s 
history, The crowd filled a 23-block area 
between Capitol Hill and the Washington 
Monument. The men, who came from all 
walks of life throughout the country and 
abroad, made a pact to help uplift their 
communities, stay committed to their 
families and “to love my brother as | love 
myself." 

“Personally, | look at this as a re-affir- 
mation of the black man," said Dwight 
Newman, Columbus resident. “Ever 
since the last march with King, we have 
taken two steps forward and two steps 
backward. It's now;time for us as black 
men to stand up and be tre-haads of our 
households, so the children can'stand tall 
and be men. We can't look for others to 
do it for us. We have to do it ourselves.” 

“My reason for going is because it's 
time for African Americans to come 
together in unity," said Richard Bryant, 
Columbus resident and employee of the 
Department of Corrections. “Our people 
need to come together. We need to stop

Fireworks in the air as Moss, Lashutka square off

it was a battle of charges and counter- 
charges, a struggle of political mudwres- 
tling in clean suits, as the mayor of 
Columbus and his Democratic chal- 
lenger squared off in what is planned to 
be the mayor election's lone formal 
debate of the campaign season 

Bill Moss, attacking early and often, 
charged that Mayor Greg Lashutka had 
done nothing in the past four years to 
gain the trust of the city's voters, and that 
his administration was a tool of the spe- 
cial interests as well as-filled with scan- 
dal. 

Lashutka responded that Moss did not 
have the temperament or the experience 
to lead Ohio's largest city, and that he 
had a record of little accomplishment 
during hig 12 years on the Columbus 
Board of Education. 

Moss argued that the city of Columbus 
was suffering under the leadership of 
Lashutka, who is seeking a second term 
after having first been elected in Novem- 
ber, 1991. 

“| see an increasing level of blight" in 
Columbus, Moss quoted a Columbus 
resident as saying to him during his cam- 
paign activities. "| see boarded-up busi- 
nesses, and the infrastructure is 
declining." 

Moss argued that "the problem is one 
of neglect" -- that Mayor Lashutka had 
failed to utilize city funds to improve the 
infrastructure, citing the fact that the 
mayor had spent less than $6 million of 
the $25 million that the voters approved 
for storm sewer improvements four years 
ago. 

After boo i that the chief executive 
should “lead by example" and “model

(ethical) behavior, Moss also charged 
that the mayor's administration had been 
tarnished with "scandal after scandal," 
citing the conviction of former service 
director Joseph Ridgeway for accepting 
$120,000 in contracts from engineering 
firms with which the city was doing busi- 
ness during his tenure 

Moss also faulted the mayor, for his 
record of supporting tax abatements 
"Every time there's atax abatement grab, 
the Columbus city schools loses," Moss 
said, noting that Lashutka had urged a 
tax abatement for a luxury condominium 
project downtown in which units would be 
sold for as much as $400,000 

“Anyone who can afford $400,000 for 
a town house can and should be able to 
afford taxes for the Columbus Public 
Schools," Moss said. 

And Moss said that the mayor had a 
poor environmental record, faulting the 
mayor for his handling of the city's trash 


burning power plant. There have been 
efforts in the past to sell the plant, but 
they have been stalled by a finding that 
the plant. was releasing high levels of 
dioxin 

"The mayor's keeping a secret on 
what he plans to do with the trash-burn- 
ing power plant," Moss charged, arguing 
that the mayor's lack of action on the 
plant could have serious health conse- 
quences in the city's south side. . Moss 
asserted that the 43207 zip code -- which 
is adjacent to the plant -- has the highest 
rates of cancer and.respiratory problems 
in the nation 

Moss also asserted that the mayor 
had failed to keep his pledge to hire 360 
police officers -- and that, in order to keep 
the pledge, he had "allowed for ex-felons 
to be added to the police force:>He put 
the safety of the police force at jeopardy, 
Moss stated, arguing that, while this oc- 
curred during the administration of 
Safety Director Leonard Keller, whom 
Lashutka fired, "the buck must stop at the 
mayor's desk." 

Lashutka was &ngry at the charge, 
saying that Moss “owed the police 
division an apology. There has not been 
one felon hired in my tenure as mayor,” 
Lashutka responded, calling the charge 
“an insult to the division of police and 
frankly, sir, that's out of bounds." 

Lashutka said that Moss’ comments 
during the debate reflected the difference 
between himself and the Democratic 
challenger. 

Noting the importance of consensus 
in shaping a political agenda, Lashutka 
said, “a chorus is important. One of us 
is a self-appointed soloist." 

Lashutka added that the contrast be- 
tween himself and Moss was “a record of 
rhetoric versus arecord of achievement,”

and argued that Moss had done little 
during his tenure on the Columbus Board 
of Education that could be pointed to as 
a success 

Moss noted that his own record of 
being an advocate ag t busing was a 
qualifying characteristic for the mayoral- 
ty 


"| was the one that warned the com- 
munity that forced busing would destabil- 
ize neighborhoods," Moss said, adding 
that he was pushing for the creation ef a 
“tough love" high school for youths with 
discipline problems. 

Lashutka, on the other hand, said it 
was “a little late in the game" for Moss to 
be urging creation of a tough love high 
school. “He had 12 years" to do it and 
didn’t; Lashutka said 

The debate, held October 12, was

Carl Brown store erases gang graffiti with messages of hope

The Carl Brown IGA Foodliner, 1315 
Mt. Vernon Ave., has been a staple in the 
Near East Side community since 1969. 
The late Carl Brown, who died last year, 
was a pioneer, one of the first African- 
American urs in the country to 
open a Black-owned and operated 


grocery store, 
The market is nestled in the-heart of 
the Black community, in an area rich with

survived economic recessions and 


So why would anyone’ in the area 
vandalize the establishment? 

There may not be an answer to that 
question, but there just might be a solu- 
tion. Gang members operating in and 
around Poindexter Village, a low-income 
housing complex on Champion Avenue 
near the store, have been usin ate large 
concrete wall outside the rear of the store 
as their own personal billboard. Vandals 
Spray-painting gang-related messages 
onthe wall has become a nuisance, store 
operators and’ neighborhood residents 


As the saying goes, if you can't beat 
‘em, join 'em. To combat the gang mes- 
, the store hired an artist to spray- 
@ mural with a positive message on 
the back wail. . 


“Our understanding is that the people 
that do the graffiti will respect the mural," 
said Chad Brown, who has followed in his 
father's footsteps as store manager. “If 
that's what it takes to keep the peace and 
make it look nice, so be it.” 

The mural features colorful, abstract 
images that impart the message that 
young people can achieve great things if 
they stay away from negative influences 
such as gangs and drugs, artist Charles 
Cody related. “It's for the community, It's 
a change of pace from the gang mes- 
sages,” said Cody. 

One portion tt the mural, entitled 
“Children of Fear," is dedicated the 
memory of Cody's late cousin, 11-year- 
old Ranika Lynn Smith, who died tragi- 
cally on May 13When a car that pdlice 


believe was driven by a drug dealer 
struck her down in-her own front yard. 

Brown believes the mural will make a 
strong statement and have an impact on 
the neighborhood. "I said, let's try and get 
this message across: Knowledge is 
power," he said. 

Though the graffiti has been a 
nuisance, Brown says the store has 
never had any problems with people in 
the area disrespecting the store.

Sources said that 
former head for the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff Gen. Colin Powell was invited 
to the march, but he declined to 
participate, saying that he wished 
that someone else had organized 
the march. 

In Farrakhan’s Vision for the Mil- 
lion March, he had asked women 
to stay at home and support the 
men in spirit by not going to work, 
by fasting and by keeping children 
home from school. Black 
Americans were also asked not to 
spend their money anywhere, un- 
less it was spent with Black busi- 
nesses 

"We are asking all those who 
have not registered to vote to go to 
a house of worship on Oct..16th, to 
get registered. Our goal is to have 
a registrar in as many churches as 
possible. There will be teachers 
present to provide guidance, in- 
structions and information. The 


most critical election of this century 
will be held in 1996," said Farrak- 
han, in his Vision for the Millian 
Man March. "We are determined 
that never again shall any political 
party take the Black vote for 
granted." 

Sources said that some or- 
ganizations like the National Urban 
League and the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) decided 
not to endorse Monday's march be- 
cause of Farrakhan's past state- 
ments about Jews. Those who did 
endorse Monday's march include 
Blacks in Government, Alpha Phi 
Alpha Fraternity, Inc., Congres- 


,sional Black Caucus, National 


Newspaper Publishers of America, 
National Black Chamber of Com- 
merce, Nation of Islam, National

\@-ailifornia, a bill is being pushed through the legisla- 
ture™which would allow juries to convict with less than 
unanimous support -- despite the fact that O.J, Simpson 
was acquitted by a unanimous jury, 

Some are arguing that the jury system is hopelessly 
bad, and even call for the creation of paid juries -- despite 
the fact that juries have generally operated to put criminals 
in prison pretty well (since the prisons, both in California 
and nationwide, are filled to capacity) 

In the wake of the case, many advocates have charged 
that cameras should be taken out of the courtroom -- 
despite the fact that (even in this most difficult case) the 
cameras gave us more than a lesson on Marcia Clark's 
hairstyles and Johnny Cochran’s suits, but the explosive 
character of the racial antagonisms that continue to rock 
the Los Angeles Police Department, and the inner work- 
ings of the criminal justice system. 

Some white women's advocates have said that the 
reaction to the verdict should be an attack on affirmative 
action for Blacks, -- a response that white State Repre- 
sentative Jane Campbell of Cleveland has rightly called 
“crazy.” 

But despite the fact that the verdict'has been rendered, 
and nothing can be done about it, it seems that the debate 
continues ta rail and boil all across the nation, and the 
anger among many whites has not yet subsided 

Enough 

It is time to put this case behind us as a nation, Itis 
time to move on to the larger work of healing our racial 
divisions; improving our criminal justice system; and work- 
ing to eliminate the scourge of domestic violence 

The Simpson case, after all, was about all this -- and 
more. It was a 16-month advertisement for the power of 
celebrity; the power of the television camera; the ability of 
a@ wealthy defendant to make his best case. This case 
highlighted some of the most troubling aspects of 
American society. 

Bul if the larger scheme of things, it 's not that Impor- 
faaAt 


—Cenainly the fundamental_tragedy is that two.people 
are dead. At the same time, hundreds of Americans 
whose lives are equally important have been killed since 
June 12, 1994; most of them have gone unnoticed. O.J 
Simpson is not the only accused killer to be acquitted 
during this time; he is merely the most famous. We have 
only invested the kind of time and energy in this case 
because of the celebrity, wealth -- and race -- of the 
defendant. 

The larger issues that the Simpson case has exposed 
and rubbed ‘raw are the ones which have the greatest 
impact, The daunting gap between Blacks and whites; the 


‘horror of domestic violence; the continued presence of 


racist and occasionally criminal cops on our police forces; 
4 criminal justice system that often perceives Blacks as 
guilty until proven innocent rather than innocent until 
proven guilty -- all are larger themes that affect literally 
hundreds of thousands of lives and must be addressed in 
order to make life better for millions of Americans 

At the same time that this verdict was electrifying the 
nation, a quieter -- but even more disturbing -- event was 
taking place: the announcement of the results of a study 
by the Sentencing Project, a group studying the nation's 
criminal justice system, that showed that one in three 
Black men in their 20's |s imprisoned, on probation or on 
parole 

That figure is up from the 25 percent estimate that was 
made only a few years ago. And it reflects, in large 
measure, the war on drugs — and how that war has been 
directed primarily against young Black men, While nation- 
wide Blacks are as likely a whites to take illegal drugs, 
they are four times more likely to be arrested for it -- a 
disparity that reflects poorly on the criminal justice system. 

Simpson had the wealth and celebrity to afford himself 
what Blacks believe to be a fair trial. Most Blacks caught 
up in the web of the criminal justice system have neither. 
And it is that reality which must be addressed as we 
re-examine our nation in the light of the Simpson case. 

There is much work to be done. But first we must bury 
the verdict, and move on. 


Building our MBE program 


his is a challenging time for the city of Columbus’ 

minority business procurement program. 
as born out of controversy; it was the finale of a 
process that began in 1989, in the wake of the U.S 
Supreme Court's Croson decision, when the city zeroed 
out its previous goals and started with a study to determine 
if there was discrimination in the Columbus marketplace 


It continued through that study; and through a second 
study performed by the Minority Business: Enterprise Legal 
Defense and Education Fund; and through a long im- 
plementation process in the wake of the study's findings 


that there had been discrimination in the Columbus* 


marketplace that the city should redress 

And row, the city is facing tremendous challenges from 
friends andfoes, The city's lawis currently being reviewed 
by Federal District Court Judge James Graham, who had 
declared the previous law unconstitutional after a chal- 
lenge by the Associated General Contractors 

The challenge to Columbus’ MBE program has already 
been described by the Wall Street Journal as one of the 
major cases in the nation. Some observers are fearful that 
Judge Graham -- who, in some rulings in challenges to 
MBE programs in the past, has expressed little to no 
sympathy for the concerns of minority businesses -- is 
prepared to through out the city’s entire program -- even 
though only part of the program, that establishing goals 
for construction, is under challenge 

At the same time, mayoral candidate Bill Moss has 
charged that the administration of Mayor Greg Lashutka 
has attempted to hinder implementation of the law -- and 
that the city’s performance with certified minority busi- 
nesses is at less than one percent. 

Mayor Lashutka has defended the city’s minority busi- 
ness program, and pledged to carry it out to the full extent 
of the law. At the same time, there has been a concern 
expressed by Democrats that the Lashutka administration 
is halfheaned in its support for the minority business 
program 

Certainly there can be an element of politics in this 
discussion of the minority business program -- as there is 


in all issues that arise during the electoral season. At the 
same time, there remain meaningful concerns which all 
city officials, Democrats and Republicans, must recog- 
nize. 

The first is that there has been along and sordid history 
of exclusion of minorities from business opportunities in 
the city of Columbus. Blacks for many years were ex- 
cluded from the construction unions through which in- 
dividuals received the skills and connections to bid on 
construction work inthe public and private sectors. Black 
businesses in Columbus shared with researchers their 
experiences in attempting to do business both with the city 
and with private businesses, and the researchers found 
that, despite the ongoing inclusion of minorities on the 
city's bid lists, Blacks received few contracts over the 
years for their efforts 

And there is the reality that the tax dollars that are 
provided by all Columbusites should not be returned in 
contracts and business opportunities to one group ex- 
clusively. All should benefit, equally and fairly, from the 
City's spending. 

In a time when affirmative action programs of all types 
are under fire, the city's program has been rebuilt only 
after exhaustive and extensive review of the history of 
discrimination in Columbus -- just as the Supreme Court, 
in its Croson decision, has said. We would hope that 
Judge Graham would recognize the work that Columbus 
has done to rebuild a program along constitutional lines. 
We would be vary disappointed if Judge Graham, and 
others who may not be sympathetic to the goals and ends 
of affirmative action programs, would change the rules of 
the game after MBE advocates have faithfully played by 
the rules. 

We would also hope that all the city officials would carry 
out the mandates of the city's program to the full extent of 
the law. It is disappointing that the city apparently has 
done so little work with certified minority businesses; we 
recognize that the program is -still in its infancy, but we 
believe that there are enough qualified firms in Columbus 
that should result in better compliance than what has 
already been achieved, 


‘Felons’ on the force? 


he recent debate between Mayor Greg Lashutka 

and Democratic challenger Bill Moss offered 

some heat and little light in the battle between the 
candidates. One issue that brought much of the heat was 
the charge, by Moss, that Mayor Lashutka had allowed 
the hiring of “admitted felons" in the division of police to 
meet the mayor's goal of adding 360 officers to the police 
force over his first term. 

Lashutka was outraged by the charge, calling on Moss 
to prove the allegation, And Moss did backtrack some- 
what, saying that there were people who had committed 
“felonious acts", even though they had not been convicted 
of any crime, 

In bringing up the issue, Moss was certainly on popular 
political ground., When former Columbus safety director 


Leonard Keller enginegred the removal of the staff of the 
police background . it came out that a number of 
candidates for the police force -- including some who had 


actually become officers -- had admitted to a number of 
problems, including drug usage. One person who was 
considered had been acquitted of murder. The fiasco 
resulted in the departure of Keller, who had apparently lied 
to reporters regarding his reasons for ousting the back- 
ground officers, and a report by a special committee 


y , 


commissioned by the mayor that was highly critical of the 
city's process for identifying and hiring potential officers. 

At the same time, it is important to note that the 
background officers who were attacking the city for hiring 
certain unqualified or felony-prone officers were themsel- 
ves the subject of concerns that they had unfairly dis- 
qualified otherwise-qualified Blacks. And the same 
cornmitide that challenged the city’s recruitment and hiring 
ot police officers noted that there was a direct correlation 
between a high disparity of disqualification of Blacks 
through the background check and the leadership of the 
questioned background staff, 

The larger issue of how officers are selected, and which 
individuals ultimately come onto the police force, is a 
critical one. We would hope that Gill Moss would not 
appear to be a defender of a background staff that was 
associated with a tremendous disparity, and possible 
discrimination, in the hiring of Blacks to the division of 
police, 

At the same time, we are pleased that Moss has 
continued to focus attention on this important issue, We 
hope that the problems which have plagued the city on 
this count in the past are being effectively redressed, so 
that Black candidates are not unduly locked out of the 
division @f police. y

Race and gender 


What does the O.J. Simpson ver- 
dict have to do with the debate over 
affirmative action; minority business 
set-asides in Ohio, and the 1991 reap- 
portionment? More than’ you can im- 
agine 

In all of these matters, the fault line 
ot racial division has seemed to come 
between what are supposed to be allies 
- Blacks and white women, But a 
deeper analysis of the situation reveals 
that the divisions have long been 
around 

It was, after all, a jury of 10 women -- eight of whom 
were Black -- who decided that Simpson was not guilty of 
killing his white wife. And what particularly galled some 
white feminists was the reaction among Black women - 
the cheering on college campuses, in beauty salons, and 
On job sites that bespoke a kinship with Simpson that was 
deeper than the siren call of sisterhood. 

The Simpson case, after all, was a matter of competing 
symbols -- of the figure of domestic violence (Simpson 
had been convicted of beating his wife five years before 
the murder) versus the issue of the criminal justice system 
being weighted against Blacks (which was particularly 
aggravated by the words of Mark Fuhrman, which 
retummed to haunt even the white jurors). There could be 
no middie ground in the minds of many: a victory for one 
would be a blow against the other. 

And when one juror -- a Black woman -- 
Simpson case was not about domestic violence, 
reaction among white women was angry. 

But the battles between Blacks and white women over 
the competing symbols of victimhood and empowerment 
is nothing new. Indeed, the presumed allies have often 
been uneasy partners in the war for a fair division of 
America’s bounty -- whether economic, social or political 

For example, in 1991, when the state reapportionment 
plan was crafted by the Republicans, some white female 
legislators were angered because the initial plan had 
included the creation of five majority-Black House districts 
in the Cleveland area -- and the combirling of two districts 
held by white women. 

And over the years, there has been an ongoing battle 
between Blacks and white women about inclusion in the 
state's minority business set-aside program. When the 
law was first passed, it was only after Black legislators 
were able to get what was then the Ohio Senate's only 
female member, Marigene Valiquette, to back down off 
her opposition to the’ failure to include women in the 
measure. 

These tensions are unsurprising. Even on the issue 
of affirmative action, the views of ordinary white women 


said that the 
the 


‘are different from those of the organizations which claim 


to speak for women, such as the National Organization 
for Women 

Al Tuchfarber, who heads the Institute for Policy 
Studies at the University of Cincinnati, has long pointed 
out that the phenomenon of the “angry white mates" that 
seemed to dominate the 1994 elections was a misnomer. 
In the case of married white women, the bedroom was 
more powerful than the picketline: married white women 
generally shared their husbands’ views on affirmative 
action 

In the debate over affirmative action, for example, 
many white wemen perceive themselves as victims, 
rather than beneficiaries, of the program designed to 
address inequities for Blacks and women. In the major 
affirmative action case coming out of the University of 
Texas, it is a white woman -- Theresa Hopgood -- who is 
charging that the law school's program to include Blacks 
with lower scofes than hers is unconstitutionally dis- 
criminatory. And a challenge several years ago to the city

of Cincinnati's minority set-aside law was made by a white 
female-owned company, who charged she was illegally 
kept out of the program. 

Barbara Boyd, a Black Democratic state legislator from 
Cleveland Heights who has long worked with white 
women’s groups, sees the clear distinction between Black 
women and white women on the Simpson case. “On this 
issue, | believe that there's a division because (white 
women) are targeting the issue of domestic violence,” 
Boyd said. To her, however, the key issue was the racism 
of Mark Fuhrman. "I don't see how anyone thinks that the 
way the evidence was handled, and the evolution of the 
prosecution, of bringing someone like Mark Fuhrman to 
the forefront" could not taint the prosecution case, Boyd 
asserted : 

But despite the clear tension, Boyd believes “there's a 
lot of common ground" that can be the basis of collective 
action. “I don’t think that there's a division on a greatmany 
issues," Boyd asserted, “There's a lot of things that 
transcend racial lines. Domestic violence is one of them, 
and that glass ceiling is there, that keeps women in a 
certain position, and can't move up the ladder. Issues that 
are day-to-day survival issues, like poverty. Women, 
period, are kept in poverty moreso than men, and that also 
transcends the issue of race, Child support -- or rather 
non-support -- transcends racial lines, beeause | don't 
think there's any one group that gets the better shake of 
it than anyone else." 

Jane Campbell agrees. The white Cleveland legis- 
lator, who is a member of the Democratic leadership in 
the House, recognizes that fhere Is division between 
Black women and white women. "I think there's a fault 
line between Black and white people, women and men as 
wall, that is really related to the fact that the experience 
of Black folks with the criminal justice system has been 
so horrific," Campbell said 

Campbell said that it was a “crazy response" by some 
white women to threaten to hold affirmative action hostage 
because of the ruling. 

Campbell sees the Simpson case as leaving two major 
lessons. “One is that Black people have been treated 
unfairly by the criminal justice system simply by virtue of 
the criminal justice system, and until that is addressed, 
we are going to have real differences in experiences 
between Blacks and whites. But | don’t think there is any 
way to deny that the other part of this case is that Nicole 
Simpson was a battered woman who called for help and 
didn't get it. 

“| think there's a need to address both issues. There's 
a need to address the issue of violence against women, 
which has to be treated as a crime with clear and swift 
punishment. And there's also gol to be a treatment of the 
criminal justice system so that you have people in respon- 
sible positions who don’t think that just because you're 
Black you've got to be a criminal.” 

Maybe in the welter of arguments about this difficult 
case, and the racial climate of which it reminds us, there 
is hope in the views of Boyd and Campbell that there can 
actually be “common ground” that Blacks and whites, 
women and men, can walk on.

Genes vs. genes: the new

The issue of curbing crime and 
violence in America has taken a 
sinister and frightening turn. Moving 
from simple debate to long-term in- 
carceration to gene therapy, and if 
not properly addressed, to racial 
genocide. 

On Sept. 22, a conference seek- 
ing a genetic cause of violence and 
criminal behavior opened at the 
University of Maryland. The con- 
ference was composed of scholars 
from an array of disciplines meeting 
to discuss the ethical implications of 
genetic research and possible pro- 
cedures. The conference was 
sponsored in part by a $100,000 
grant from the center for Human 
Gnome Research within the Nation- 
al Institutes of Health. The topic of 
the conference was centered on the 
belief that violent and criminal be- 
havior may be caused from a 
gene(s) that is found in the brain of 
certain individuals or group of 
people. 

“Almost every day you are hear- 
ing about a gene for this and a gene 
for that," said David Coming, a 
medical geneticist at the City of 
Hope Medical Center in Duarte, 
Calif. “If you can have a gene for 
obesity (fat), it-certainly can be- 
come acceptable that a gene can 
be involved in violent behavior." 

Gregory Carey, a behavioral 
geneticist at the University of 
Colorado at Boulder, considers 
Coming's conclusion to be a 
fathead assumption." All the 
genetic research done to date 
would suggest that if you really 
wanted to go out and do something 
in the next year to have a concrete 
dent on crime and violence, you 
would do something to change the 
environment. | would be surprised if 
there were any biological remedy," 
Carey said in rebuttal, To sum up 
Carey's viewpoint: criminal and 
violent behavior is not the result of 
a birth defect but of a society defect 
A full belly leaves no appetite for 
fight.

‘All for the Cause’ 


The work of Larry Winston Collins is 
the subject of the seventh annual "Living 
the Dream” Visiting Artist Program at the 
Columbus Cultural Arts Center; 139 W. 
Main St. Cajlins’ exhibit, “All for the 
Cause," is on display now through Sun 
day, Nov. 19 in the center's Main Hall 
Gallery 

The “Living the Dream" Visiting Artist 
Program honors the life of DOr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., striving to perpetuate 
his dream of freedom and equality for all 
people. In keeping with the theme of the 
program, Collins’ exhibit is a memorial to 
Americans who died during the civil 
rights struggle 

All for the Cause" features 50 
portraits of individuals who were in- 
strumental in furthering the civil rights

cause, from Dr. King to Emmett Till to 
John F. Kennedy Jr. The plaques are 
made of wood and plastic, wreathed by 
elaborate, hand-made frames 
Biographical information is included with 
each portrait. 

The exhibit is especially’ ‘appropriate in 
1995, which marks the 40th anniversary 
of that fateful day: when Rosa Parks 
refused to give up her seat on a 
Montgomery, Ala.. bus to a white pas- 
senger, Parks’ quiet act of civil dis- 
obedience sparked the Montgomery Bus 
Boycott and was the beginning of the civil 
rights movement 

Collins believes many people have 
forgotten about the civil rights movement 
and have begun to take their rights for 
granted, "People get content. You get to 
a stage where you get comfortable,” said 
Collins. "Our young people aren't edu- 
cated about the struggle and the school 
system doesn't teach it 

Collins has tried to teach his 
daughters -- Danielle, 15, and Laura, 9 
about the sacrifices those early civil 
rights pioneers made so that African 
Americans could have basic freedom. "A 
discussion | recently had with my oldest 
daughter was about taking advantage of 
opportunities. | told her ‘People died so 
that you could have the opportunities that 
you have.'," said Collins 

The artist was born and raised in Cin- 
cinnati and migrated to Columbus in 
1974 to attend the Columbus College of 
Art and Design (CCAD). "It’s a tough 
school, but it’s for a good purpose. When 
people graduate from there they have an 
appreciation and understanding of the 
arts and artists," said Collins 

Education Is just as important for an 
artist to have as a set of paints and a 
paintbrush, says Collins. "(Education) 
gave me the discipline | needed as an 
artist," he said 

When Collins graduated from CCAD, 
he began working as a design artist ata 
publishing company, He says education 
combined with practical work experience 
is the key to a successful career, "! think 
an artist really needs to know both sides, 
commercial and fine arts," he said 

Socially conscious themes have al- 
ways dominated Collins’ work. "| try not 
to get-too deep, but my work does get 
really deep,” said.Collins. "I try to touch 
on a lot of social statements. As an artist, 
| think I'm responsible to record history." 

Collins sees Black art constantly 
evolving and gaining more acceptance 
due to events like the National Black Arts 
Festival held in Atlanta each year and a 
wider availability of grants. “Art is con- 
Stantly changing. African-American ar- 
tists are starting to do some different 
things. They're starting to Use more 
mixed mediums, A lot of avenues have 
opened up.”

Exotic sounds and revolutionary mes- 
sages come to the Wexner Center for the 
Arts on Friday, Oct, 20 at 8 p.m. when 
The Master Musicians of Jajouka and 
The Last Poets perform on an eclectic 
double bill in Weigel Rall Auditorium 

The Master Musicians of Jajduka, a 
legendary trance music ensemble from 
northern Morocco, create a potent wall of 
sound with wailing horns and thunderous 
percussion. Rap forerunners The Last 
Poets, famed for their political, spoken- 
word recordings of the 1970s, deliver 
urgent, revolutionary messages for the 
1990s. The James Blood Ulmer Trio with 
special quest Hank Marr, also previously 
scheduled for the event, will be unable to 
perform due to unforeseen circumstan- 
ces 

The Master Musicians of Jajouka are 
members Of an elite class of artists born 
into their calling as musicians. Their 
entrancing music, played on circular 
drums and oboe-like horns called 
ghaitas, tells the timeless stories of their 
ancestors and powers the ancient rituals 
practiced in their remote village in the 
foothills of the Rif Mountains 

The Master Musicians have cap- 
tivated Western listeners from the ex- 
patnate Beats in Tangiers (Paul Bowles, 
William Burroughs, et al) to the Rolling 
Stones and renegade record producer 
Bill Laswell, who recorded their definitive 
1992 CD, "Apocalypse Across the Sky," 
Of their enthralling sound, Rolling Stone 
magazine has said, "The Master 
Musicians’ music is one of the great legal 
highs, a thundering, transporting chorale 
of undulating drones and ecstatic fan- 
fares.” 


Crowtations

The Crowtations, one of the few 
African-American puppet troupes in this 
country, are coming to Columbus the 
weekend of Friday, Oct. 20-Sunday, Oct. 
22 as the featured artists for this year's 
Holiday Festival of Black Dolls at the King 
Arts Complex, 867 Mt. Vernon Ave. The 
Crowtations are life-sized, smooth-talk- 
ing, Motown-crooning Black crows who 
specialize in interpreting African- 
American literature, music and humor 
through the multi-faceted art of puppet 
theater. 

The Crowtations are the creation of 
New Yorker Brad Brewer, who founded 
The Brewery Troupe in 1973. The Crow- 
tations have enjoyed an international 
reputation for entertaining audiences in 
Japan, Sweden and the Netherlands. 
The Crowtations make their "nest" in 
New York and always draw large crowds 
to their open-air performances in Central 
Park. The Crowtations have appeared on 
television, on Broadway and at the pres 
tigious Lincoln and Public Theaters in 
New York City. 

The Crowtations consist of four dis- 
tinct and charming characters 

Fast Eddie: Barry White sounds like 
a tenor compared to the deep tones of 
this gentle giant. Fast Eddie drove a truck 
for a while down in Tupelo, Miss., where

}. Since the late 1980s, the Master 
Musicians have been led by Bachir Attar, 
who secured the record deal with Bill 
Laswell that produced "Apocalypse 
Across the Sky,’ acclaimed by New York 
Times critic Jon Pareles as one of the 10 
best albums of 1992. Now, under Attar's 
leadership, the Master Musicians are 
embarking on their first U.S. tour, offering 
a long-awaited chance for world-music 
aficionados to experience their sonic 
charge firsthand. Their Wexner Center 
performance is their only scheduled ap- 
pearance in Ohio on this coast-to-coast 
tour. 


The Last Poets first brought their 
powerful revolutionary messages to the 
public with their landmark spoken-word 
records Of the late '60s and ‘70s. The 
group was formed on May 19, 1968 ata 
Malcolm X birthday party celebration in 
Harlem, taking their name from a poem 
by South African poet Willie Kgositsile, 
who posited the necessity of putting 
aside poetry in the face of looming 
revolution 

“When the moment hatches in time's 
womb there will be no art talk. The only 
poem you will hear will be the spearpoint 
pivoted in the punctured marrow of the 


villain,” he wrote. "Therefore we are the 
last poets of the world." 

The Last Poets established their 
reputation on their first two albums, "The 
Last Poets" (1970) and "This is Mad- 
ness" (1971), both of which are recog- 
nized as classics. After feuds splintered 
the group in the mid-'70s, The Last Poets 
were variously composed of as many as 
eight different men. Now, for the first time 
in over 20 years, two members from the 
early 1970s, Umar Bin Hassan and 
Abiodun Oyewole (aka Dune), have 
reunited. 

Boldly moving forward from their 
provocative past, The Last Poets are 
responding to the current generation of 
rappers’ renewed regard for the spoken 
word, Umar and Dune collaborated 
under Umar's name to make "Be Bop" or 
"Be Dead" for Bill Laswell's Axiom-label 
in 1993. In 1994, Laswell again recorded 
Hassan and Dune, this time as The Last 
Poets, and released "Holy Terror" (Black 
Arc/Ryko), an album as vital and relevant 
today as any work by the Poets in the 
‘70s. 

As Chuck D of Public Enemy testified: 
“It all comes back around, Everybody 
has finally caught up to what Umar and 
The Last Poets were trying to say a 
generation ago -- and it's more relevant 
and necessary now than at any time 
before."

All-around healthy lifestyle i is focus of nutrition center

Health and fitness enthusiast 
Miriam Vasquez is the proprietor of 
Beechwold Natural Foods, 4185 N. 
High St., a holistic health food store. 

squez has always had an in- 
terest in health and fitness. She 
says her grandmother practiced 
healthy living “before it was 
fashionable." A native of Cleveland, 
Vasquez was the aerobics instruc- 
tor for the Cleveland Force soccer 
team and managed two health food 
stores in the Cleveland area, 
General Nutrition Center and Na- 
tional Health Food franchises. 

Holistic food and medications 
took-on a special-interest-for 
Vasquez when her son developed 
acute asthma. After trying conven- 
tional medications, Vasquez says 
the holistic approached had a posi- 
tive impact on her son's condition 
“almost immediately." 

Vasquez moved to Columbus 
two years ago and took over the 
operation of Beechwold Natural 
Foods in 1994. She says she not 
anly enjoys helping people learn to 
eat right and take care of their 
bodies, she enjoys living in Ohio's 
capital city. "| adore Columbus," 
says Vasquez. “There's an in- 
ngcence in Columbus, The people 
here have a sophistication and a 
direction." 

zAtlot of people have misconcep- 
tiofis about what healthy eating is, 
says Vasquez. “They think it's about 
eating oats and grainy, rocky 
thjgs." With many food manufac- 
tyegre offering low-fat and fat-free 
p@dLcts, “there's no excuse not to 

healthy these days," she says. 
hing you like that's bad for 
ooshere 's a healthy version of it." 
Bo pions people that — 
is important can be a hard sell 
Vasquez admits, especially to many 
African Americans who are used to 
consuming a diet of fatty, fried 
foods. "We're at a higher risk for 
heart conditions and circulatory 
problems“ because of high-fat 
diets. 


Vasquez stresses that eating 
right doesn't have to mean radically 
changing one's diet, just making a 
few alterations here and there. 
"Greens are a marvelous food, but 
when you cook it in juices and meat 


that are hard to digest, it’s not so 
healthy. Corn bread is also a very 
healthy food, but when you smother 
it in butter and sugar, it's not good 
for you either." 

Eating right isn't the only way to 
achieve health and well-being; ex- 
ercising is a must. But what about 
those who are too busy with work, 
school and family commitments to 
find time for exercise? "I don't want 
to hear it. If | can do it anybody can 
do it," says Vasquez, who has been 
a single parent for the past 10 years 
and used to get up at 4:30 a.m. to 
get in a couple of hours at the gym 
before taking her son to school. 

Like anything, exercise can be 
taken to an extreme, Vasquez says 
that people who exercise exces- 
sively can develop severe joint and 
muscle problems and constantly 
suffer from fatigue. “With the holistic 
approach,it’s about balance," says 
Vasquez. “That's where balance 
comes in -- mind, body and spirit." 

Caring for the spirit through 
stress management techniques like 
prayer and meditation is vitally im- 
portant to overall health. “in the ‘90s 
we're under a lot of pressure just to 
survive," says Vasquez. “I think 
people should concentrate on the 
inside. lf you feel good on the in- 
side, the body will regulate itself." 

Beechwold Natural Foods is on 
the same premises as the Beech- 
wold clinic, which offers a variety of 
services: acupuncture, acupres- 
sure, massage and other 
therapeutic techniques. Both the 
clinic and the health food store have 
been in existence for over 40 years. 


Vasquez says most of her cus- 
tomers are over age 45 and have 
had bad experiences with the 
mainstream medical community. 
“We get people who have gone 
through traditional medicine and it 
has destroyed their bodies," says 
Vasquez. “Your body can't sustain 
itself on pharmaceuticals for very 


long. 
uring a trip to the Beechwold 
center, customers receive consult- 
ation on how to conduct a lifestyle 
conducive to health. “My staff is 
very knowledgeable,” says 
Vasquez. “I really pride myself on 
knowing my customers’ needs.“ 
Vasquez says she tries to help 
everyone who enters her store gain 


a knowledge of how their bodies 
work. "I'm an avid colon and blood- 
cleansing person. That is the 
epicenter. If you can get that under 
control, you'll fair well in life," she 
says. She also helps customers un- 
derstand how different foods affect 
the endocrine system, “Your en- 
docrine system plays a major role." 


The Beechwold center is unique 
in that instead of concentrating 
solely on weight loss, the health 
food store and the clinic treat each

customer as an individual depend- 
ing on their body type. The center's 
philosophy is unlike the proliferation 
of “diet” centers that have sprung 
up across the nation. “The problem 
is they gear the Weight Watchers 
and Jenny Craigs to everyone 
across the board and everyone is 
so different,” re Vasquez. 

Some people assume that a 
quick road to health is by becoming 
a strict vegetarian. Not so, says 
Vasquez. “Not everyone should be 
a vegetarian,” she relates, adding 


that some people can develop skin 
ailments, dry hair, brittle nails and 
other adverse reactions to the lack 
of protein in strict vegetarian diets. 

The Beechwold center has 
developed different diet and exer- 
cise regimens for the four body 


yPenyrold -- People with this body 
type have long, lean muscles and 
small, delicate heads and ears. 
They retain body fat in their upper 
thighs and hips. Their diets should 
consist of lots of vegetables, grains 
and foods rich in protein. 
Ptuitary -- People with this body 
type usually have a “babyface,” 
which allows them to be mistaken 
for an age years younger than they 


actually are. They fetain body fat in 


the mid-section, around their 
stomachs. They should stay aw: ~4 
from dairy products and sugar a: 
like the thyroid people, should also 
eat lots of vegetables and grains 
and foods rich in protein. 

Adrenal -- Vasquez says people 
with this body type are the “luck- 
jest." They are strong, muscular, 
have boundless energy and are 
built like gymnasts such as Mary 
Lou Retton. Described as a 
“workhorse,” these people can 
work long hours with little food. 
Their bodies can create nutrients 
naturally. Adrenal people should 
stay away from fried and salty foods 
and red meat. 

Gonadal -- This body type ap- 
plies only to women. Women with 
the gonadal body type usually have 
pear-shaped frames that are ideal 
for bearing children, These people 
usually have a somewhat seden- 
tary lifestyle and have a naturally 
nurturing, loving disposition. The 


gonadal body type can digest dairy 
products, sugar and complex car- 
bohydrates well and, like the thyroid 
and ptuitary people, should con- 
sume diets high in vegetables, 
grains and protein. 

Vasquez recommends that 
people interested in health and fit- 
ness should pay a visit to the 
Beechwold center and learn what 
diet and exercise routine will benefit 
their body types. Vasquez relates 
that she damaged her own body by 
experimenting with exercise and 
diet plans several years ago. "if you 
don’t know what you're doing, you 
can get really, really sick." 


Vasquez, who has studied under 
several homeopathic doctors; also 
recommends that people educate 
themselves about health and fit- 
ness. You don’t have to be a 
licensed physician to read up on 
nutrition and exercise. "There's a lot 
of books out there that speak in 
laymen's terms," she says. "Read 
and research. Don't take anybody's 
word for it." 


Vasquez acknowledges that the 
conflicting reports people often 
hear about what's good for you and 
what's not can be confusing. That's 
why she strongly advises that 
people do their own investigating. 
"Just because '60 Minutes’ and 
‘Time Magazine’ says it's for 
you doesn't mean it should be in 
your body,”

Caroletta Curtis gets 
1995 Watson award 


Caroletta Curtis, a former as- 
sociate professor and ad- 
ministrator in the College of 
Social Work at the Ohio State 
University, has received the 1995 
William H. Watson Jr. Memorial 
Award in recognition of her con- 
tributions to equal educational 
opportunities for students at the 
university. Curtis, who joined the 
Ohio State faculty in 1968, retired 
this summer after 27 years. 

Established in 1977, the Wat- 


son Award is presented annually _ 


by University. College. to-in- 
dividuals or groups who embody 
the ideals and personal qualities 
of William H. Watson, a former 
associate dean of the college and 
professor of agricultural educa- 
tion who died in 1975. 

In the early 1970s, Curtis was 
instrumental in creating the 
Developmental Education Pro- 
gram, a program that offered 
minority students support in the 
form of academic and career ad- 
vising, tutoring, and teaching 
learning skills. Curtis served as 
chair of the Developmental 
Education Advisory Committee, 
where she was determined that 
the “open door" admissions 
policy in effect at Ohio State at 
that time would not become a 
revolving door for the astounds in 
the program. 

“Professor Curtis provided 
leadership in the development of 
a strategic academic support sys- 
tem with measurable outcomes," 
said Mac Stewart, dean of Univer- 
sity College, "It was the result of 
her work an and others that this 
program was listed in a national 
register of exemplary academic 
support programs in the United 
States." 

Until her recent retirement, 
Curtis lectured on racial equality 
to new students at Ohio State in

a better future, and enjoying a 
renewed sense of self-respect 

A major reason for this wrong 
headed direction in our society is 
the current U.S. tax code. Today's 
children see a very different ex- 
ample than the one my father set for 
his children, different sets of words 
and actions triggered by a tax sys- 
tem that is - at the very least - endr- 
mously complicated and just loaded 
with exceptions, loopholes, 
separate schedules for this and 
that, and a lot ofjust plain confusion, 

The United. States tax code con- 
tains about six million words, 
spread out over about 17,000 
regulations. If we include all the 
case-law that has grown around 
these regulations, we're talking - 
literally - about 200 million words 
And too many of those words are 
the source of aseries of regulatiins, 
penalties, and punitive measures 
that actually discourage the kind of 
hard work and saving that my father 
practiced and taught to his children 


lf anyone reading this article 
feels that these matters aren't that 
bad, or that they apply “only to other 
people, not to me," | suggest they 
give that another thought. Over the 
last ten years, some 100 new tax 
laws have been enacted, and they 
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affect almost everybody who works 
and tries to make it in this country. 
In 1994 alone, the number of tax 
penalty notices issued by the IRS 
came to 33 million, and over $5 
billion. in refunds. were issued be- 
cause of IRS errors. Did you try to 
call the IRS 800-line last year, to'get 
some help in filling out that very 
complicated tax return? If so, your 
chances of getting through to them 
were no better than 1-in-5 and 
when you did get through, a rela- 
tively high percentage of the infor 
mation provided to callers turned 
out to be incorrect 


“And that's not all: individuals and 
businesses - those that can afford it 
> spend about $250 billion every 
year to ensure that they are in com- 
pliance with the tax code ... money 
that could be pul to much better use 
creating new jobs and enlarging 
people’s economic opportunities. 

When the average family's total 
tax return - federal, state, and local 
income taxes, state and local sales 
and property taxes, and social 
security "contributions" - takes more 
than 40 percent of their total in- 
come, it's time to take another look. 
And it's not just "the other family," 
it's your family, and mine, and that 
of most people who work for a living. 


There's a lot of evidence that these. 


levels of taxes have a stifling effect 
onthe economy and on our lives. So 
isn't it really time to look for a better 
way, a simpler system that is fairer 
to all wage-earners, one that will 
encourage strong economic growth 
for our communities and our nation, 
together with greater opportunities 
for all our people? That's an impor- 
tant goal for all of us, and | think that 
point is beyond question 


And that is exactly what this Na- 
tional Commission on Economic 
Growth and Tax Reform is all about. 
By the end of September, the com- 
mission had held 12 public meet- 
ings in the three months since it was 
formed. We heard testimony from 
almost 100 witnesses, from across- 
section of people, in such places as 
Washington, D.C., Nebraska, North 
Carolina, California, New York City, 
and Ohio. In one meeting, held in 
Harlem, the testimony strongly sug- 
gested that the present tax code is 
sO complicated and so expensive 
for small business to comply with 
that it becomes just one more 
hurdle - and an artificial one, at that 
- Serving to stop the creation of new 
jobs. That's precisely the opposite 
effect of the one we want. 

If you believe, as | do, that there 
s a connection between productive 
work and human dignity, then you 
should be as concerned as | am that 
our Current tax code acts to dis- 
courage work, instead of promoting 
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it and rewarding it. As Herman Cain, 
one of my colleagues on the Tax 
Reform Commission and the 
founder of Godfather's Pizza, ex- 
pressed it, "Government builds all 
these structures to help people, but 
aS Soon as you get your head above 
the legal poverty line the tax code 
knocks you right back down." To 
me, that's one more way of saying 
that the connection between effort 
and reward has been blocked. 

I'm not going to try and predict 
what conclusions the commission 
will reach at the end of our work. | 
do promise you that we will examine 
the current tax code very closely 
and will act in a careful, prudent, but 
aggressive way, in presenting our 
recommendations. | see our goal as 
the design of a reformed tax system 
that will encourage risk-taking by 
the business community, promote 
rather than punish savings and in- 
vestment, simplify tax reporting, 
and act in genuine good faith to all 
who work and save and pursue a 
better future for their families. 


But the commission cannot do 
this all by itself. We have access to 
the best economic, legal, and ac- 
counting experts in the country for 
assistance, and we heard from 
numerous witnesses at our several 
hearings. But we obviously couldn't 
get to everybody, and that’s where 
you come in. As a result of the 
commission's work, it is quite pos- 
sible that some profound changes 
may be introduced into our tax sys- 
tem, changes that will have a 
sizable impact on the way we do 
business in this country. So we need 
your input, as well. As a member of 
the commission, | represent you, 
and | need to know your views on 
this difficult but important question. 

This, therefore, is your call to 
action, your opportunity to provide 
your input to the commission. | am 
as close as your mail box or 
telephone, and the "window" be- 
tween now and mid-December 
(when the commission's report will 
be due) is your chance to influence 
the process. That input, from anum- 
ber of you, | assure you, is much like 
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offers advertising, public rela- 
tions, marketing and research 
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your vote in an election - added to 
that of thousands. of others who 
work hard, pay their taxes, do their 
very best, and love their family and 
their country, it can have decisive 
effect on the outcome. 


This whole issue. of taxation is 
important, it matters in your life, and 
your views should be heara. You 
may write me at the commission, in 
Washington, D.C,, or my office in 
the State Treasury, in Columbus, 
Ohio. On a subject so important to 
all of us, to our country, to our 
dreams of a healthy economy and 
a better life, your views matter.

The Civil Rights and Voting 
Rights acts enfranchised non- 
whites and ethnic whites (Jews, and 
$0 On) making these acts as worthy 
as Mother's Day, apple pie, and the 
American flag when it comes to 
saying what is good in America. 
However, these acts failed the acid 
test for longevity that occurs during 
a major economic down turn, such 
as the de facto economic depres- 
sion of the 1990s 

Corporate downsizing and multi- 
billion dollar mergers resulting in 
the need to dispose of thousands of 
people in redundant operations 
spawn a pervasive global worker 
insecurity that ignites fear in the 
hearts and souls of Middle America 
Many middle Americans find them 
selves in the untenable position of 
feeling the need to do desperate 
things to preserve their source of 
income. Therefore, it is natural for 
one to look to the past for guidance 
and ask what worked and How we 
can get it back 

The potency of racial segréga- 
tion in distributing wealth to a 
selected group of people is still 


fresh in the minds and hearts of 
many people today. Aacial 
segregation offered solace to the 
WASP, for there was a clear 
economic pecking order where 
non-Whites understood that the 
police forces were the goons that 
wreaked havoc in their lives to en- 
force the racial segregationists' 
code of conduct. The call for a 
return to the spirit of racial segrega- 
tion bellows out loud today under 
the guise of the euphemism, “The 
Angry White Male." 

One of the long-term positive fal- 
louts of the infamous O.J. Simpson 
trial is that coupling its publicity on 
unsavory police actions with the 
Rodney King Beating settlement 
highlights* some underhanded tac- 
tics of the modern police force in 
carrying out their mission to main- 
tain the modern racial 
segregationist agenda.

In the past three weeks | have had the 
privilege of meeting some very unique 
individuals. At the last Bengals home 
game against the Dolphins, | had the 
distinct pleasure of meeting the USA 
Today sportswriter Bryan Burwell, who 
also occasionally shows up on ESPN's 
The Sports Reporters and various other 
sports shows, and then most recently | 
attended a reception for the program 
“Ain't Seen Nothing Like It_Since," a 
documentary focusing on the Negro 
Baseball League. Mr. Ed Clay, the head 
honcho over at WOSU was responsible 
for preparing the festivities and actually 
bringing the program.to WOSU, which 
aired on Tuesday. At the reception the 
crowd was treated to some clips of the 
program. Afterwards there was a ques- 
tion and answer session with Frank Bol- 
den, a writer for the Pittsburgh Courier, 
who covered the Negro Leagues for the 
newspaper, and Willie Pope, a former 
player for the Pittsburgh Crawfords and 
Larry Lester a modern day archivist and 
writer, who was responsible for gathering 
lots of the information that was used in 
the documentary. 

Imagine being the best at something 
but not having the opportunity to show 
the world what you can do. Many of the 
teams, especially the Kansas City 
Monarchs, were forced to barn storm. 
Barn storming is when the teams would 
trayel all over the country and compete 
against various local teams, sometimes 
not knowing where they would lay their 
head at night or where their next meal 
was coming fron). But it didn't matter to 
them. As one player said, "You would be 
a hero for nine innings but you couldn't 
get a sandwich afterwards." Under the 
tutelage of Bud Wilkinson, the Kansas 
City Monarchs played baseball's first 
night game, due to a huge lighting 
season five years before the National 
Major Leagues. The Negro Baseball 
League was a show which included 
entertainment and often featured stars 
like Jesse Owens who would travel with 
the team and run various races, But what 
is so amazing about this league and its 
players is the fact that despite all of the 
prejudice that these individuals faced, 
os 3 still pressed on, 

cording to Willie Pope, Negro 
League Baseball was the in thing among 
Blacks. People would travel from all over 
the country to Chicago to watch the 
Negro League All-Star game. It was a 
time when the African American com- 
munity came together as one coping with 
the ills of society, but still having an outlet 
to forget the troubles for a while through 
baseball. There were several great 
layers who were produced by the 
ague. But probably the greatest of all 
time was pitcher Satchell Paige who 
reportedly pitched for more than 40 
years. Even after reaching the majors, 
probably about 20 years too late, he still 
dominated and could still heave the fast 
ball, This icon is someone who will be 
remembered for quite some time. 

What made these athletes better than 
the average player was the fact that they 
often played more than one position and 
were also true showmen, wearing suits 
many times when they traveled, The 
thing to remember is that when you think 
you face problems, recognize the efforts 
of these individuals and the struggles 
that they endured, They made strides in 
history by doing something that they 
loved. It's the accomplishments of these 
individuals and others like the Tuskegee 
Airmen that should alert all men that now 
is not the time to complain, but instead 
make a difference. But what you do 
reflects history and that’s why events like 
the march are important. Because it will 
always be remembered, how its remem- 
bered is up to you.

The lower seating bowl 
will provide seating areas for stu- 
dents and faculty, donors to the 
university, and general admission 
patrons. The upper seating bow! will 
provide seating for donors, stu- 
dents, faculty, and general admis- 
sion patrons. 


The seating bow! of the arena 
will extend to a height of 98 feet and 
is aligned parallel to Lane Avenue 
A base around the seating bowl 
consists of athletic offices, ancillary 
uses and circulation. Exterior ar- 
cades will be located along the 
north and south faces of the build- 
ing and will inform patrons of 
entrance locations and provide 
protection from the weather. 


The facility is organized as a 
three-concourse arena with five 
main levels and is designed to seat 
approximately 18,000 for hockey, 
19,500 for basketball, and 20,500 
for concerts. Seating is ap- 
proximately 5,775 for the main con- 
course, 4,730 for the donor level, 
and 9,430 for the upper concourse. 
The donor level is’being planned to 
allow the possible future addition of 


approximately 50 suites, with 12 or 
14 seats each 


The Arena Level houses the ac- 
tivity surface on the lowest floor 
level, as well as loading, staging 
and storage areas. Home and 
visitors locker rooms and dressing 
rooms will also be located at this 
level. Training/treatment rooms and 
@ weight training area are near the 
home team locker rooms. Arena 
operations, mechanical/electrical 
areas, a press room and lounge, 
and a kitchen/commissary com- 
plete this level. 


Spectators will enter the arena at 
the Entry Level. Circular entry lob- 
bies will be located at the corners of 
the arena, using the cylinder 
shapes as organizing and identify- 
ing elements of the building mass 
The entry lobbies are open to all 
three patron courses.

A. Approximately 5,000 seats in various sections of 
the lower level of the Arena are available for purchase 
through the seat license program (see Arena diagram 
below and on application). 


B. To participate in the plan, you must submit an 
official application (found on the next page following 
this ad) to OSU Arena Seat License Plan,.P.0. Box 3787, 
Columbus, OH 43210-3787 or drop it off in person at 
941 Chatham Lane, Suite 305, Columbus, OH 43221, 

C. Reserving Your Seat 

Those submitting applications will have a choice of 
enclosing full payment or submitting a minimum 25% 
deposit. OSU faculty/staff with at least a 50% appoint- 
ment may use payroll deduction (up to a maximum of 
two years) for payment of their license fee. Your choice 
of submitting full payment, at least a 25% deposit, or 
a payroll deduction form will not affect your eligibility 
to receive a seat license, assuming seat licenses are 
still available. Your payment’choice will, however, affect 
your seat selection priority. If OSU receives applications 
for a given seating level on a particular:day which 
cause that seating level to sell out, OSU will conduct a 
lottery for that day's applicants which will determine whether or not 
you will be eligible to receive a seat license. 

Seat Selection Priority 

Of those who are eligible to receive seat licenses, computerized lot- 
teries will be conducted to determine the order in which you will 
choose your seat — the first set of lotteries will be for all those who 
submitted full payments, and the second lottery will 
be held after all of the “full payment” lotteries and 
will be for all those who submitted deposits and 
payroll deduction forms. These seat selection lotter- 
ies will not take place until after you have submit- 
ted your signed seat license agreement and any 
remaining payment balances or payroll deduction 
form and after all seating sections have been sold 
out.

Macon, This crew was supposed to 
restock the Buckeye cabinet and 
allow them to stay on top of the 
upper echelon of the Big Ten. But 
on the road to success something 
crazy happened along the way, the 
phrase when it rains it pours rang 
true and boy did it thunderstorm in 
Columbus, Ohio 


The mishandling of the recruit- 
ment of Damon Flint might have 
been an omen as to what layed 
ahead for coach Randy Ayers and 
the basketball program, After a 
probe the NCAA decided to declare 
Flint ineligible to attend Ohio State 
due"to a minor recruiting Violation 
On his visit to the campus.-After the 
university cooperated fully in the 
investigation, the program was 
Plated on a year's probation and 
that's: when it seemed like all hell 
‘Staited to break loose, as Macon 
Eaker and Simpson had brushes 
withthe law 


Macon and Eaker left the pro- 
gram, Simpson, the 1993 freshman 
of the year in the Big Ten was forced 
out and Wilbourne decided he had 


seen enough and transferred to 
South Carolina. The very talented 
Anderson suffered a major injury 
near the end of his second season 
and probably saw the writing on the

wall and decided to transfer himself 
The Louisville native had a very 
simple choice to make, either come 
back to a program that would strug- 
gle for a year or so, or transfer to 
another school, sit out a year and 
rehabilitate his knee and still have 
two years of eligibility left, and of 
course he chose the latter ending 
up at Kentucky, which will be ranked 
as one of the top teams in the 
country in the upcoming season 
Anderson will probably never admit 
to it, but it was in his best interest to 
transfer because it would give him 
an additional year to prepare him- 
self to live the dream of playing in 
the NBA. 


The mass exodus left coach 
Ayers with a couple of football 
players, a few role players and a 
high jumper to due battle with in the 
Big Ten, Instead of crying over 
Spilled milk, Ayers swallowed his 
pride and tried to work with what he 
had, The end result was not pretty 
as the Buckeyes finished a mere 
6-22, without winning any gameson 
the road and then for the first time 
in years failed to defeat a team from 
Ohio. Many of the OSU faithful 
Stayed away, but those who did at- 
tend got a chance to see certain 
players shine that normally wouldrit 
have got a chance to play as much, 
if things had stayed as-they were. 
One thing was for certain, that the 
1994-95 version of the Buckeyes 


was one of the scrappiest bunch of
